4. Claims 2-6, 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Murata et al. 
(6,150,053).

Murata et al. teaches in column 4, lines 54-67, a non-aqueous lithium secondary battery 
where the anode or cathode comprise 0.5-20 parts by weight per 100 parts by weight of the active 
material any of aluriiinum compounds, nickel compounds and cobalt compounds. Murata et al. 
teaches in column 10, lines 6-15, that nickel hydroxide was added to the anode active material, 
Murata et al. teaches in Example 1, that the cathode active material and Ni(OH) was mixed 
together with a petroleum solvent, applied on a core member, dried, rolled and cut to a 
predetermined size. Murata et al. teaches in Example 4, that the batteries were assembled in the 
same manner for the anode. Murata et al. teaches using H3B03 as an additive in Tables 1 and 2.
